has to be on greater com¬ 
mercialisation and closer 
working with the com¬ 
munity as to how we can 
provide services such as 
what happened with the 
Pavilion and working 
with Friends groups on 
facilities such as parks. 

“We have to try and be¬ 
come less reliant on 


Government grants be¬ 
cause, by 2020, we don’t 
want to rely on Govern¬ 
ment grants at all. That is 
the vision, so this is ef¬ 
fectively a crossroads 
budget.” 

He was speaking after 
the 2014-2015 budget 
took its first step towards 
being approved when it 



was presented at a meet¬ 
ing of the council’s man¬ 
agement committee. It 
must now be debated by 
other committees ahead 
of final approval at the 
February 2014 full coun¬ 
cil meeting. 

Acting chairman Coun¬ 
cillor Peter Chapman de¬ 
scribed it as “a holding 
budget” because Phase 3 
of the new partnership 
with West Dorset council 
would be reforming 
services to generate 
more income as part of 
“our 2020 vision” for 
which continued cross¬ 
party working was 
“vital”. 

He added that the 
£900,000 budget gap had 
been closed through pro¬ 
posals such as a 1.9 per¬ 
cent council tax increase, 
higher proposed crema¬ 
torium fees, rationalising 
the Weymouth and Port¬ 
land events programme 


and proposed parks and 
open spaces savings, but 
there was still a budget 
gap of about £185,000. 
Another £1.25 million 
worth of savings will 
have to be made by 
2017. 

Councillor Ian Munro- 
Price said members’ aim 
was to “reduce costs not 
the quality of life within 
the borough” while 
Councillor Ian Bruce 
said the budget was “ex¬ 
tremely good” in the 
main and delivered re¬ 
quired services. 

He particularly praised 
the council’s events team, 
but said he had “serious 
issues” over proposals to 
fund £4.8 million worth 
of harbor repairs through 
internal lending over 40 
years, but Mr Vaughan 
replied that this was the 
best way of funding the 
project from a council tax 
payer’s point of view to 
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maintain services. 

Councillor Ray Nowak 
said members had to look 
at helping Portland Town 
Council move forward 
from “a fairly inactive po¬ 
sition” and perhaps a 
small working party 
could look at how some 
services could be moved 
from the borough for the 
town council to handle. 
Mr Chapman said that 
kind of innovation was 
what was needed. 

A more commercial ap¬ 
proach “has got to be our 
future”, said Councillor 
Ian Roebuck, and he and 
colleagues then approved 
putting the budget out to 
consultation.

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Relocation report ^not fit for purpose' 


COUNCILLORS want a raft of costing figures to help 
them decide where staff could be relocated when the 
Weymouth and Portland council offices on North 
Quay are sold. 

A key consideration was making maximum use of 
other offices owned by the authority at Crookhill 
Depot, Chickerell, a meeting of the council’s manage¬ 
ment committee was told. 

But members only agreed that remaining staff 
should be relocated provided options and full costings 
were presented to them for consideration at a later 
meeting and that this should also be subject to “ac¬ 
ceptable conclusions” with the UNISON union which 
represents 70 percent of staff, at least 170 of whom 
are affected. 

UNISON spokesman Chris Moscrop said there had 
been no consultation with staff on the issue and con¬ 
cerns had previously been expressed at the “forced re¬ 
location of staff’. 

Councillor Ray Nowak was heavily critical of “a 
disaster of a report” which didn’t provide the cost of 
different moves to help councillors decide where staff

should go, particularly on the option of South Walks, 
Dorchester, which could take 100 jobs out of the bor¬ 
ough. 

If they went to the county town then those people 
would not be spending their lunchtime money in Wey¬ 
mouth’s economy which was “a really bad news 
story”. Jobs needed to be retained in Weymouth and 
Portland, he said, at sites such as the Mulberry Cen¬ 
tre. 

Councillor Ian Bruce wanted to know the cost of any 
staff move to South Walks, particularly with Wey¬ 
mouth sites available such as the Guildhall and a 
whole suite of offices at the Pavilion. 

He added: “We need a complete picture. This report 
is not fit for purpose to make a decision on where we 
are going.” 

Councillor Geoff Petherick also asked what the cost 
implications were while Councillor Ian Roebuck said 


one option was to have a small suite of offices within 
any new development on the council offices site. 

Environment director David Evans replied that, if 
councillors had concerns, they should provide guid¬ 
ance so officers could refine their efforts to concen¬ 
trate on those areas. 

He added: “We need an idea of which direction you 
want to head. Do you want a civic suite and a front 
office? We need to know what you want to focus on. 
It would be good and sensible to make use of 
Crookhill because that is the best and cheapest option 
you have. 

“It is sensible to report back with costings but we 
need direction on what the costings should be for.” 

Acting chairman Councillor Peter Chapman said: 
“What is absolutely clear is that getting rid of this 
building and relocating staff saves money. We need to 
crack on with that.” 

He added that jobs moving out of Weymouth town 
centre would have an impact but people moving in to 
a new development on the site would mean greater 
benefit and “we can’t afford to delay”.

TWO housing groups have donated £7,000 to the 
Safe Wise charity based at Weymouth Community 
Safety Centre to help road safety in Dorset. 

Safe Wise provide safety education to the people 
of Dorset through their immersive learning pro¬ 
grammes EireWise and HealthWise education 
schemes which have been in operation for over two 
years. 

Schools and community groups that attend are 
given the opportunity to learn about hazards in the 
home and escape plans through the simulated house 
where special effects create the issues they may find. 

The next phase of the development will be to pro¬ 
vide road and night time safety education to post 16- 
year-old students and other groups. 

Safe Wise approached Spectrum Housing Group 
and Synergy Housing’s individual community pan¬ 
els for funding support with the aim of changing the 
night time and road safety elements into an interac¬ 
tive, immersive learning experience to compliment 
the other programmes run from the centre. 

Safe Wise centre manager Vikki Thomas said: 
“The money we have received will go towards the 
purchase of a driving simulator. The simulator will 
give the opportunity to learn about the consequences 
of ‘poor’ driving such as mobile phone use, not 
wearing a seat belt and speeding. 

“The hope is that colleges and sixth form educa¬ 
tion establishments from across the county will 
bring their students to experience the new education 
programmes.” 

She added: “We are so grateful to the two housing

Attacker leaves man unconscious in undergrowth 


AN attacker left a man unconscious in 
undergrowth by the Rodwell Trail in 
Weymouth. 

Police say the 4.30am incident on 
November 25th happened near the 
bridge on Buxton Road. 

Officers add that the victim, a 38- 
year-old local man, remembers head¬ 
ing in the direction of Portland when 
he was approached by an unknown 
man who demanded his mobile phone. 

They said his next memory is wak¬ 


ing up in undergrowth on the Rodwell 
Trail calling for help and being as¬ 
sisted by a passing dog walker at 
around 2pm later that day. 

His iPhone and cash were missing 
and he had sustained a minor head in¬ 
jury which led him to report the inci¬ 
dent to police. 

Detective Constable Tony O’Con¬ 
nell, of Weymouth CID, said: “It is be¬ 
lieved the victim had been knocked 
unconscious for a number of hours be¬ 


fore being found by a member of the 
public. 

“He would have been highly visible 
in day light on this well used route and 
I am keen to hear from anyone who 
walked that stretch of the Rodwell 
Trail on Monday, November 25th, be¬ 
fore the victim was found at 2pm. 

“I am also very keen to hear from 
anyone who may have seen an inci¬ 
dent take place or who may have de¬ 
tails of how the victim sustained a 


head injury and had personal items 
stolen. 

“He has no recollection of the inci¬ 
dent, and is unable to provide any de¬ 
scription of a possible offender. All 
calls will be treated in confidence.”

Fence vandalism puts 
people's safety at risk

Now gabions baskets full of rocks have been 
placed across the access point with more fencing 
which has already been damaged. 

County Cabinet environment spokesman Hilary 
Cox said: "Removing these signs and fences is a 
pointless act of vandalism. They are putting them¬ 
selves and other people at risk of injury or even 
worse." 

Weymouth and Portland council is responsible 
for the banked areas of the path and transport and 
infrastructure spokesman Councillor Christine 
James said: "We are working with the county 
council to investigate how the banked areas next 
to the footpath can be stabilised so that it can be 
reopened in the future."

Force's week of action 
to tackle legal highs 


DORSET Police has staged a week 
of action to tackle the issue of so- 
called'legal highs' 

Officers have been targeting sus¬ 
pected suppliers of substances sold 
as'legal highs'and from November 
25th to December 1st visited four 
addresses in the county. 

They also sent letters to four peo¬ 
ple living in Dorset who are be¬ 
lieved to have bought'legal highs' 
over the internet. 

The activity was aimed at stem¬ 
ming the supply of these products 
and raising awareness of the poten¬ 
tial dangers of new psychoactive 
substances. 

Detective Chief Inspector Mark 
Callaghan said:"Just because a sub¬ 
stance is sold in a shop or on the in¬ 
ternet as'legal'does not mean it is 
legal or safe, and sadly there are 
clever people out there making a 
lot of money by selling drugs under 
the misnomer 'legal highs' which 
may in fact pose a risk to people's 
health. 

"The reality is that many of these 
products either contain controlled 
substances which are illegal or un¬ 
controlled substances whose side- 
effects cannot be predicted. 

"People selling these products are 
profiting on a significant scale and 
this campaign is about sending a 
clear message throughout the 
county as to the potential health 
risks from products labelled 'legal 


highs'. It is also about educating 
people about the consequences of 
using these products. 

"Anyone who buys such sub¬ 
stances is playing roulette with 
their health and their futures. 

"Possession of a controlled drug 
can lead to a criminal record which 
could damage job pros- pects and 
future travel plans." 

Dr William Haydock, Dorset's Drug 
and Alcohol Action Team Informa¬ 
tion and Research Officer, said: 
"There are a wide range of services

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Knitted poppies raise £1,840

Bus infornnation leaves 
passengers 'mystified' 

MYSTIFIED bus passengers have been querying why 
transport screens at the King’s Statue bus stop area in 
Weymouth have so little real time information. 

Bus users say they are delighted with the amount of 
information on screens at other sites such as the coun¬ 
cil offices on North Quay and at Weymouth Railway 
Station, but add they are “perplexed” why such in¬ 
formative screens are not used at the busier King’s 
Statue area. 

One passenger said: “The vast majority of bus serv¬ 
ices pass through the King’s Statue area - First buses, 
Wilts & Dorset, Damory, some South West Coaches, 
National Coaches and Park & Ride - yet it is most dif¬ 
ficult to get any sort of overview to when to expect 
what and when. 

“Some seafront ‘K’ shelters do have very limited in¬ 
dividual information, but boards as impressive as 
those at North Quay and the train station are very 
much missing from the King’s Statue hub. 

“As a frequent bus traveller I seek as much up-to- 
date information as possible, it being important for me 
and others to be aware of bus time departures.” 

County traffic control manager Matthew Williams 
explained that, far from lacking information, those at 
the King’s Statue actually contained more ifnroam- 
tion. 

He added: “We have a number of display screens for 
bus information across the borough. They each show 
the same information but in a slightly different way. 

“The King’s Statue is a busy area for both local peo¬ 
ple and visitors, so the screens installed were designed 
to show a range of travel information, not just buses. 

“We are currently in the process of updating and im¬ 
proving the information we show.”

• Lots of 'human' food is bad for pets so never be 
tempted to share your Christmas dinner with 
them. Treat your pets by giving them pet specific 
treats and maybe a new toy.

TAs do with individuals with special needs, with spe¬ 
cialist knowledge for groups of children, and support¬ 
ing whole families deserves wider recognition. Unison 
have always been a great representative and champion 
of teaching assistants and I am delighted they have 
asked me to be involved in these awards.” 

Mike Cracknell, UNISON Regional Officer, said: 
“Teaching assistants are a class act and schools could 
not run without them. Children and young people trust 
their teaching assistants and often turn to them when 
they are struggling at school with their learning or so¬ 
cial wellbeing.

Apprenticeship advice 

A CAMPAIGN to promote apprenticeships and 
help young people at risk of entering a job without 
training is being launched at the Thomas Hardye 
School in Dorchester. 

Dorset County Council and Ansbury, a local 
provider of information, advice and guidance for 
young people, are working together to help Thomas 
Hardye and four other schools across the county run 
apprenticeship clubs for their students. 

The aim of the clubs is for young people and par¬ 
ents to find out more about employment combined 
with training. 

Students will be offered the chance to practice 
completing applications, improve their interview 
and presentation skills, and meet local employers 
and apprentices. 

In June 2013,9.4 per cent of 16-18-year- olds liv¬ 
ing in Dorset were in a job without accredited train¬ 
ing. 

Councillor Toni Coombs, Cabinet member for ed¬ 
ucation at Dorset County Council, said: “It’s so im¬ 
portant that young people continue to learn while 
they work. Qualifications are the key to climbing 
the ladder, finding other employment or going onto 
study at college or university. This is why appren¬ 
ticeships offer something different and are perfect 
for young people who want to go straight into work. 
You can learn while you earn a wage, at a pace that 
is best suited to you.” 

Between January and March next year, Ansbury 
will be running apprenticeship clubs at five schools 
for up to 20 year 11 students. 

Martin Vowles, business development director at 
Ansbury, said: “These clubs will allow students to 
find out about being an apprentice and get help with 
applications. 

“There are some really great apprenticeship op¬ 
portunities across our region and we want to make 
sure parents and pupils know what’s available so 
that we can support them and our local employers.”

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WATER SURVIVAL BOX 
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A hideous cycle which we can break 


W hen the world education league ta¬ 
bles were published last week, 
much fuss was made of the fact 
the UK has slipped to 26 on the chart. No 
fuss whatsoever was made of Africa’s posi¬ 
tion; little wonder, as it hovers somewhere 
around minus infinity. 

In Sub-Saharan Africa - which is that area of the con¬ 
tinent to the south of the Sahara Desert, i.e. most of it 
- there are about 80 million children of school age. Of 
these children, UNESCO estimates that at least 46 mil¬ 
lion have never stepped inside a classroom. 

And of those who are more fortunate to attend 
school, most of them will be pulled out of it by the 
time that they are 11 or 12, because of water. 

If you live in a country where there is no natural 
clean water, or if you live in a country where a natural 
disaster has destroyed the clean water supply, your 
choice is stark and simple - fetch clean water or don’t 
live at all. 

Asha, whose name ironically means “life”, is 13 
years old and lives in Burkina Faso, near Datra. A 
keen, naturally-intelligent child, she did well in pri¬ 
mary school at rudimentary reading and wanted to be¬ 
come a doctor. But, like four out of every 10 children 
of the area, mainly the girls, she did not complete pri¬ 
mary school because once she was strong enough she 
was sent to carry clean water. 

Like millions of women and children across Africa 
and Asia, every day Asha walks for three to four hours 
to fetch clean water in a large plastic petrol container. 
Sometimes, when the nearest water source dries up, 
she walks for eight hours to and from the next closest 
one. 

It’s hard going; the average temperature of Sub-Sa¬ 
haran Africa is between 20c and 35c, the tracks are dry.

dusty, peppered with stones, it is easy to slip from ex¬ 
haustion, graze and cut her knees, and spill her pre¬ 
cious load, which means walking all the way back to 
the safe well again. 

The weight of the water she carries in the deep heat 
for hours every day, day after day, is 20 kilos, which 
is about the same weight as the average airline permits 
the likes of us to take as baggage allowance for our 
holidays. 

Imagine carrying your holiday suitcase for four hours 
in 30c heat. Then imagine having to do it again tomor¬ 
row, and the day after that, and every day after that for 
most of the rest of your life - this is Asha’s future. 

Asha will never get back to school, she will never 
learn to read properly, she will never get to become a 
doctor. Like 90 per cent of the women of Sub-Saharan 
Africa, she will remain semi-literate or illiterate until 
the day she dies. 

In Africa alone, the total time spent by people walk¬ 
ing for clean water each year is 40 billion hours. What 
level of learning could be achieved each year in 40 bil¬ 


lion hours? 

But because they cannot learn, because the need to 
fetch clean water is greater than the need to read and 
write, they cannot educate themselves. And because 
they cannot be educated, they cannot develop agricul¬ 
ture and engineering and all of the rest of the modern 
means of living without having to walk half a day with 
the crippling weight of a suitcase on your back. 

It is a hideous cycle. But it is a cycle that we can 
break. 

As simply a lack of clean water is a major cause of 
lack of education and development, we can help in a 
basic, cheap and ingenious way - with a basic piece 
of kit called the Water Survival Box. 

The Water Survival Box has been developed by the 
Rotary Club of Chelwood Bridge, Midsomer Norton, 
to keep alive people who have been left with nothing 
by natural disasters like hurricanes, earthquakes 
floods, typhoons and drought. Through their charity 
World Water Works (http://worldwaterworks.org) this 
basic little box has helped to keep alive thousands of 
families in Sri Lanka, Chile, Pakistan, Chad, Mali, 
Kenya, Haiti, the Philippines and many other places 
of desperate emergency need. 

This plastic box is crammed with all that you need 
to stay alive after you have lost everything - cooking 
and eating utensils, basic means of shelter and other 
essential kit - but most importantly a water-purifica¬ 
tion pump that will make clean water from dirty water 
and provide a family of four with clean water every 
day for a year. 

Each box costs £150 to kit out and to send to those 
in need. Each box contains the magic pump which 
means for many that there is no need to walk to the 
well.

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Fine Christmas Fayre from 
the Lyme Bay Chorale 

Review | Lyme Bay Chorale at Lyme Regis Parish Church 
Sunday, December 8th.

ONCE again the Alex Davies and the Lyme Bay Chorale have produced a first class 
concert, to the obvious delight of a large audience at the Parish Church last Sunday 
afternoon.There were several invited guest musicians to help make the concert such 
a success. These included 8 brass players and a timpanist from South West Brass, 
whose trumpets, trombones and tuba played an exciting role in much of the after¬ 
noon's programme. Just occasionally they could not resist demonstrating that they 
could easily overwhelm the combined forces of choir, audience and full organ with 
as thrilling a sound as can ever been heard in the church. Other guests were Roisin 
Linnet (violin) and her teacher Sudhi Salooja. They played most beautifully in Elgar's 
lovely part song The Snow, 

The guest conductor for the concert was Dr Peter Milmer, music director of the 
Seaton Choral Society. Throughout the concert he held the combined forces of the 
choir and brass together with his clear beat and always appropriate tempi. In the Rut¬ 
ter Gloria it was a joy to watch him negotiating the constantly changing Jazzy synco¬ 
pated rhythms, at the same time transmitting to the choir the confidence needed for 
this challenging piece. His presence allowed Alex Davies to accompany the entire 
concert on the organ and occasionally the piano. This he did marvelously, with es¬ 
pecially beautiful effects in the Britten Missa Brevis, where the organ part calls for 
the utmost virtuosity. 

What of the programme itself? It was an eclectic mix, with something for everybody 
(and of course a strong flavour of Christmas). However there were also two very sig¬ 
nificant choral works, both based on the Latin Ordinary of the Mass but entirely differ¬ 
ent in character. These were Benjamin Britten's Missa Brevis (1959) and John Rutter's 
Gloria (1975). As is the case of many of his works, Britten composed the Missa Brevis 
for a specific choir and person, namely Westminster Cathedral Boys Choir and their 
organist George Malcolm, It is unique in the way it explores the haunting effect of 
boys'voices singing in three part harmony, often with close intervals and an organ 
accompaniment of extraordinary imagination and colour. The sopranos and altos of 
the Lyme Bay Chorale coped well with the difficult intervals and wide dynamic range 
of this music, although of course they were spread rather thinly through being a rel¬ 
atively small in number. Another half dozen would have let the great climax at the 
end of the Benedictus make an even more thrilling impact. 

Rutter's Gloria was composed more or less exactly for the forces available last Sun¬ 
day, with only the percussion being not quite up to strength. It is one of Rutter's more 
substantial works, with three distinct sections. The fast outer parts are full of brass 
fanfares and rhythmic excitement, and here the LBC showed off Just what a talented 
smallish choir can do when backed by great brass players, magnificent organ accom¬ 
paniment and a first rate conductor.

The former Bees stalwart and ex-Dorset 
county manager stressed that local 
youth and girls'teams endeavoured to 
help themselves as much as possible but 
without more venues being made avail¬ 
able they were now struggling to fulfil all 
their fixture obligations.

fold and the interest we have generated 
will naturally wane."
